SALE VALUE OE SWINE IS 


REDUCED BY MANGE 
Mangy hogs usually make unsat­ 
isfactory" growth, and if they do 
reach 
a 
marketable size, 
buyers 
will discount them because they 
produce undesirable carcasses. 
Mange 
is 
unusually 
prevalent 
this year. 
Mange is caused by a 
small mite which burrows under 
* the -kin. causing intense irritation 
to the swine. The insects are par­ 
ticularly active during the summer. 
The appearance of mange mites 


In swine usually is noted first about 
the eyes, the root of the tail, and 
In the flanks. 
In severe cases, the 
entire body may be infected. 
Pigs 
have a tendency to rub to relieve 
the irritation caused by mites. This 
results in a thickening and tough­ 
ening of the skm. giving the animal 
an unsightly appearance. The thick 
skins must be removed in slaught­ 
ering. 
Treating pigs covered with mange 
is advisable. When only a few pigs 
are being fed. a thin paste made of 
flowers of sulfur and oil of U r can 
be smeared over the animals. 
For 
a larger number, a solution of lime 
sulfur is more practical. 
Dry lime sulfur can be used at 
the rate of 1 part of the powder 
to 20 to 25 parts water. 
If liquid 
lime sulfur is used, mix one part 
of the stock solution with 15 to 20 
parts water. 
The animals can be 
sprinkled or dipped 
Two 
applications 
approximately 
10 days apart may be sufficient, but 
three or four are better. 
Because 
the mites live where the hogs are 
housed it is a good plan to clean the 
pens and spray them thoroughly to 
remove the source of the trouble 


ing was more important than spac­ 
ing. 
Four-inch spacing in early

8-inch spacing in the later work 
The proportion of 2 L-inch 
and 
larger peaches increased with 4 to 
6 to 8 inch spacing when the work 
was completed eariy but not when 
done late. 
It was found that all thinning 
treatments reduced yields, but that 
the reduction was least with tht 
early thinnings. Nevertheless, more 
fruit was sold from thinned trees 
than from unthinned. Returns per 
tree were about double those from 
unthinned trees. Late thinning in- 
i creased returns only slightly.

Early thinning, according to the 
Ohio results, also has a’ favorable 
influence on the succeeding crop. 
The Michigan Horticultural So­ 
ciety reports of a grower who first 
estimates the bearing capacity of a 
* tree. 
I 
This grower 
attempts to 
thin 
for a peach from 2 to 2-* inches in 
\ diameter because 180 this size will 
| make a bushel. The estimated pro­ 
ducing capacity 
of the 
tree 
in 
bushels is then multiplied by 180. 


This gives the proper number of 
peaches to be left on the tree. 


GROWING PULLETS NEED 


GOOD ROOSTING SPACE 


Plenty of roosting space is im­ 
portant for growing pullets. 
It Is 
j desirable that Leghorns learn to 
use roosts regularly by the time 
they are five to six weeks old, and 
heavier breeds at six to eight weeks 
| of age. 
If birds are not using roosts by 
j the time they are this age, they 
; tend to crowd into groups. 
This 
often results in some of the birds 
being killed immediately, others are 
stunted, and it also encourages the 
spread of disease. 
Growing pullets on range also re­ 
quire 
well-distributed 
shade. 
If 
only a few spots of dense shade are 
available, there is too much danger 
of contamination since the birds 
tend to congregate in these areas 
Scattered small areas of shade are 
more conducive to better distribu- 
; tion of the birds. 
If the shade Is 
not too dense, it permits sunshine 
to reach the ground at some time 
during the day. 
This helps to dry 
and sterilize the soil and aids in 
preventing filthy spots from de­ 
veloping. 
Pullets like to crowd under brush 
piles, but the ground soon becomes 
covered with droppings, making it 
unsanitary. 
For this reason it is 
advisable to thin the bushes. 
Re­ 
moval of the lower branches on 
trees so that the sunlight can strike 
the ground also is a good plan. 


HELP WANTED TO BUY MEN’S 


UNDERGARMENTS 


June weddings are upon us and

who may lament, “How shall I go

buying 
undergarments

John? I've bought ties and shirts 
a few' times in my life, but never 
have I shopped for undershirts or 
shorts. 
What should I know about 
them? What shall I look for?” 
Brides may be interested to know 
that there are plenty of seasoned 
matrons who ask the same ques­ 
tions. 
To help young brides over the 
first hurdles. Miss Markle, home 
economics extension representative 
for Lawrence county, offers a few 
buying tips. 
Undershirts may be either woven 
or knit. The woven shirts are like 
ly to be cooler and more durable 
but the knit shirts may be more 
comfortable because they are more 
elastic and 
nore absorbent. 
Un 
dershirts are sold by chest measure 
and should be long enough to stay 
well tucked in beneath the shorts. 
One must be careful to watch for 
guarantees against shrinkage, par 
ticularly in the woven undershirts 
Safe labels to look for will read 
“Sanforized-shrunk,” “fully shrunk’’ 
or 
“pre-shrunk, 
will 
not 
shrink 
more than one per cent." 
Miss Markle adds that we should 
observe the same precautions in 
the one-piece garments that com­ 
bine shirts and shorts 
An ample 
length from center top front to 
crotch is important for comfort in 
this type of garment. 
The first requisite of a pair of 
shorts is comfort. 
The second is 
durability, and the last, decent ap­ 
pearance. 
To get these qualities 
one must check cut, fabric, tailor­ 
ing. 
and 
guarantee 
performance 
under laundering. 
Check the fabric by rubbing It 


between your hands and holding it 
up to the light. 
If little or no 
starch flies out, if the yarns seem 
to be fine and even running both 
lengthwise and crosswise, and if 
the weave is such as to be close 
smooth, 
and 
flat 
without 
any 
lumpy raised yams on the surface, 


the fabric should be durable. 
A 


plain weave usually costs less than 
a novelty or fancy weave and usual­ 
ly is Just as durable. 


Be sure the shorts are guaranteed 
against shrinkage, and if they are 
colored look for informative labels 
which read “vat-dye colors," “NafaJ

A Herbert Kanter and A S. Kohn. 
This book points out the duties a 
teacher faces in handling stuttering 
'tudents. 
It is one of the best I 
have ever read. 
Most teachers fall into two classes.; 
Some are stern disciplinarians, feel­ 
ing that by compelling the child to 
give oral compositions or answer all 
questions orally as the other stu­ 
dents do. they are doing him a fa­ 
vor. 
This cf course is a terrible; 
thing from the standpoint of the 
unfortunate 
boy. 
It 
completely 
overlooks the fact that stuttering is 
not a disease but a symptom. 
Other teachers are mere kind- 
hearted. When they find out that a 
child has such terrible difliculties 
trying to say words, they ignore him 
He is a problem they don’t under- j 
stand, and so they carry on classes 
as though he didn’t exist. This isn’t 
fair to the child either for he re­ 
tires more and more to himself, and | 
begins to wonder if perhaps there 
aren’t a lot of other things wrong 
with him besides the fact that he 
just can’t make some words conn 
cut the way they should.
